He bat echoes the cry of the 
New York Times who, the same week 4he armistice was signed, 
editorially stated that "no time should be lost in making the 
Mexican Government understand that titles obtained and 
granted in good faith must be respected, and that the enforce- 
ment of confiscatory legislation will not be endured." He but 
supports the doctrine, enunciated by the Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal in November last, that "commerce follows the flag, 
but the flag follows the prospector." Since the armistice was 
signed, thousands of papers have published editorials under 
the caption—"Mexico Next." These same papers favor the new 
peace-time espionage act. These same papers demand universal 
training in militarism. They are cheered by the statement of 
General Peyton C. March, chief of stair; before the senate mil- 
itary affairs committee, that our peace time army must be in- 
creased from 102,000 men to 500,000. They gloat over the 
failure of England's attempt to secure a peace time army of 
920,000 men by voluntary enlistment. They give prominence 
to the fact that she has been compelled to resort to peace time 
conscription.

What is the real underlying significance of this demand for 


"spanking Mexico"? Is it because while the eyes of the Amer- 
ican people were upon Europe where the world was "being made 
safe for democracy," Mexica threw off the last vestiges of her 
feudal system and became a-real industrial democracy?

port of foreign governments to bolster up his own regime, he 
granted, concessions to Americans, Germans, Englishmen, and 
other Europeans for nothing. As a special inducement to Amer- 
ican interests he sent his promoters.to this country and,.prom- 
ised the American investors freedom from labor trouble. He 
fulfilled these promises by establishing a peonage system under 
which the poor peons or laborers who formed the bulk of the 
population were exploited. These -same bandits who 'are, we 
are told, a menace to American lives and property, were hired 
by Diaz to protect these foreign people in their exploitation of 
the Mexican laboring man. Diaz thought he would rather have 
them help him than fight him. The outraged Mexican people 
revolted and drove Diaz out of the country. Madero was elected 
president, but was removed by the" hand of-an. assasin.

The bill was supported by As- 


i semblyman Chilsen and was oppos- 
ed by Assemblyman Axel Johnson 
and G. H. Hood. No substitute was 
offered to the bill as was suggested 
some days ago and vote was taken 
upon the original measure. 


Chilsen Makes Defense 


"I think we should pass this bill 


because I believe it will accomplish 
great good in this state,", declared 
Assemblyman Chilsen. 
"I do aot 


believe if it passes the 
assembly 


that it will ever pass the senate be- 
cause there are too many candidates 
for governor :',; that body. To call 
the names of the man who opposed 
the bill at a meeting the other even- 
ing would be to call a roll of men 
who expected to be candidates Tor 
governor in 1920, and mosi of thesa 
men are expecting '-o be nominated 
governor by a minority vote. That 
is why they are opposed to this bill. 
My measur'e does not interfere with 
primary election laws in any way. 
It will build up and strengthen the 
political party in this state. There 
is nothing 5a my bill which repeals 
the primary election law- in any 
way and th;re is nothing in the 
measure which 
will 
prohibit, the 


state convention from nominating 
more than .one candidate if it de- 
sires." 


Mr. Chilsen read a long list of 


figures showing' that scores of men 
had been nominated for state offices 
by a minority vote and he believed 
that under the convention 
system 


Wisconsin will then have majority 
candidates. 


A. Johnfion Claims Deception 
"I have the welfare of the people 


at heart and that is the reason 1 
am opposed to this bill," declared 
Assemblyman Axel Johnson. "This 
bill is a deception of means of hold- 
ing of continuous campaigns and 
I do not believe we want to pass the 
measure of 'that kind." 


"This is a hot day and I don't 


want to get aggravated," declared 
G. H. Hood. "I think this bill ought, 
to be killed. It means that bosses 
o' this state will again be in power 
and again lie running the legisla- 
ture." 


Assemblyman Axel Johnson mov- 


ed for indefinite postponement 
of 


the bill and the measure was then 
defeated. 


At the afternoon session of the 


assembly the house concurred in the 
Edwards amendment to the Stver- 
son bill relating to secrecy clause of 
the state income tax law. Edwards 
attempted to till the kill. 
A roll 


call, was demanded and the house 
refused to kill the till by a vote ot 
38 to 29. Assemblyman C. E. Han- 
son said that the bill should not be 
killed because it would give an op- 
portunity for a committee on con- 
ference with, the senate. He believed 
a better measure could be worked 
out by that method.
